Gregory  receivedendless  surprises  when  stu- 
dent council  members  presented  the  coats  donated  by  our 
student  body,  faculty, and  spectators  at  the  game. 

Famous  faces  adorned  our  school  throughout  the 
year.  Sharing  moving  news  on  the  condition  of  the 
orphaned  children  of  her  country,  Princess  Sophie  of 
Romania  conversed  with  art,  journalism,  and  Key 
Club  members  to  generate  ideas  pertaining  to  art 
programs  that  will  help  the  abused  children  learn  how 
to  express  their  feelings  and  help  the  future  leadership 
and  progress  of  their  country. 

Governor  Evan  Bayh  selected  our 
school  as  the  site  to  announce  the  state  $40 
million  co-op  work  program  for  high 
school  students.

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For  his  demonstration  speech.  Sopho- 
more Micheal  Smith  explained  to  his 
classmates  how  to  care  for  a  pet  snake. 
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competing  with  other  students,  having 
self-confidence,  and  striving  to  be  the  best,  it  is  nothing  new  to  the  students  in  debate,  speech  or 
Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps  (ROTC)  programs. 

Being  positive  and  having  self-confidence  are  essential  when  it  comes  to  competing.  Junior 
Becky  Roberts,  who  is  in  ROTC  and  plans  to  enroll  in  the  Navy  to  become  a  nurse,  said,  "We 
always  have  someone  to  compete  against,  usually  ourselves.  How  can  you  expect  to  defeat  other 
people  if  you  can't  do  your  personal  best  ?"  One  of  the  reasons  Roberts  took  ROTC  was  to  earn 
a  scholarship. 

Skills  such  as  research,  communication,  persuasive  speaking,  reasoning,  and  being  able  to 
win  arguments  effectively  are  also  needed  for  competition  in  debate  and  speech.  Junior  Tim  Leeds, 
a  varsity  policy  debater,  said,  "Staying  after  school,  practicing  on  speaking,  and  working  with 
colleagues  is  all  part  of  the  preparation  needed  for  competing."  Supporting  everything  that  is  said 
whether  it  be  fact  or  opinion  is  also  an  important  part  of  debating. 

"To  be  a  good  debater  you  must  be  hardheaded,  confident,  and  sometimes  obnoxious, "said 
speech  team  member  Junior  Jeffrey  Vandermoere.  The  debate  team  experience  gave  him 
advantages  to  being  a  discusser  for  the  speech  team.  "The  main  reason  I  took  speech  was  to 
continue  to  earn  more  degrees  in  the  National  Forensic  League  (NFL),"  Vandemoere  said. 

NFL  rewards  a  student's  effort  at  public  speaking  by  awarding  a  certificate  and  degrees  for  more 
competition.  According  to  coach  Chris  Stepp,  the  NFL  is  an  honor  for  its  speech  and  debate 
students  who  compete  in  tournaments. 

"Being  in  speech  has  taught  me  that  I  have  nothing  to  be  afraid  of  when  I  get  up  in  front  of  a 
group  of  people,"  Junior  Lynna  Pickard  said.  "Now,  when  I  get  up  in  front  of  people,  I'm  not  as 
afraid  as  I  would  be  if  I  didn't  have  the  class." 

Skills  that  are  taught  in  ROTC  differ  to  a  certain  extent.  In  ROTC  knowledge  and  good 
communication  is  needed  for  competing.  Knowing  firearm  safety,  how  to  read  a  map,  military 
ceremonies  ,  and  the  basic  drill  march  are  skills  that  are  also  taught  in  ROTC.  Roberts  said  that 
running  laps,  doing  sit-ups  and  pull-ups,  and  the  flexing  in  the  arm-hang  are  part  of  the  training 
that  they  must  go  through.  "Physical  work  and  leadership  skills,  as  well  as  teamwork,  are  a  major 
part  of  competition." 

Discipline  is  gained  through  following  direction  in  ROTC.  "Do  what  you're  told,  do  it  right,  or 
pay  the  price.  You  learn  quickly  to  do  it  right  the  first  time;  otherwise,  you  will  have  some  very 
sore  muscles,"  Junior  Buddy  Leaver  said. 

For  others  taking  these  courses,  it  is  a  way  of  gaining  experience  for  future  jobs.  When  Senior 
Troy  Hines  realized  that  he  wanted  to  be  in  the  Marines,  he  knew  that  he  was  reaching  for  his 
dreams.  Unlike  Hines,  Sophmore  Adam  Boatz  knows  that  the  Marines  is  not  the  road  he  wants  to 
take.  "I  want  to  go  into  the  Army."  Junior  Ariane  Stanley  said  she  took  debate  because  it  would 
help  her  win  arguments  for  when  she  becomes  a  lawyer. 

Traveling  around  Indiana  to  compete  is  also  part  of  these  courses.  In  fact, one  of  the  require- 
ments for  passing  debate  is  that  a  student  compete  at  three  meets.  "You  have  to  attend  at  least  three 
meets  to  pass  the  class,  or  it  is  an  automatic  failure,"  said  Leeds. 

To  discover  what  military  training  is  like,  students  enrolled  in  the  ROTC  class.  Junior  Jesse 
Navarrete  decided  he  would  take  ROTC  after  a  year  of  saluting  and  speaking  with  the  officers. 
ROTC  paves  a  way  for  students  to  serve  in  the  real  military.  "Excelling  to  be  the  best  at  what  I  do 
is  my  chief  goal  in  ROTC.  My  interest  in  joining  the  ROTC  program  was  mainly  because  I  wanted 
a  chance  to  experience  the  ways  of  military  life."  By  Abeba  Dau

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Campaign  Trail  

Often  the  campaign  trail  begins  with  candidates  meet- 
ing with  the  public  and  confirming  their  stand  on  the  issues 
facing  the  nation.  However,  politicians  do  not  always  just 
take  their  stand  on  issues;  they  have  also  condemned  and 
slandered  their  opponents  in  attempts  to  win  votes  through 
mud  slinging.  This  style  of  running  a  campaign  was  used  in 
all  levels  of  office.  In  the  state  gubernatorial  campaign, 
Republican  Rex  Early,  former  GOP  chairman,  used  negative 
campaigning  as  a  tool  against  Mayor  Stephen  Goldsmith. 
Lieutenant  Governor  Frank  O'  Bannon  was  not  involved  in 
the  mudslinging  of  the  gubernatorial  race  as  was  his  Repub- 
lican opponents,  Mayor  Stephan  Goldsmith,  and  Rex 
Early. His  stand  on  the  race  was  to  play  fair.  "I  want  all  of  us 
to  be  proud  of  this  race  and  our  dealings  with  each  other  and 
with  the  voters  of  this  state,"  O1  Bannon  said.  During  Senate 
hearings,  Senate  Majority  Leader  Bob  Dole  and  President 
Clinton  debated  over  minimum  wage,  and  a  cut  in  gasoline 
tax,  but  they  could  find  no  common  ground  .  Instead  of 
using  the  hearings  for  legislative  purposes  as  intended, 
they  politiced  for  their  candidacy. 

When  General  Colin  Powell  decided  not  to  run  for  the 
Republican  nomination  for  president,  some  of  the  pressure 
was  lessoned  ;  however,  the  turmoil  had  just  begun  for  the 
nine  contenders  for  the  Republican  nomination  for  presi- 
dent. 


Npws  Coverage 

During  the  election  campaign  the  television  blares  out 
advertisements,  and  the  evening  news  covers  the  candi- 
dates. Voters  hear  inside  knowledge  of  candidates' stands 
on  the  issues  and  position  in  the  polls.  Former  Republican 
candidate  for  presidential  nomination  Senator  Richard 
Lugar  received  first  hand  the  actual  influence  of  the  media. 
During  a  CNN  interview  Lugar  accused  the  media  of  "aiding 
and  abetting"  the  negative  campaigning  by  editorializing 
against  it  while  rewarding  it  with  attention.  John  Lubbers, 


Lugar's  campaign  manager  had  a  message  to  the  media:  "If 
the  press  continually  tell  people  Dick  Lugar  can't  win,  shame 
on  them.  Anything  can  happen." 

While  news  coverage  is  usually  paid  for  by  the 
candidate's  campaign  profits,  this  year  the  television  sta- 
tions took  a  fight  against  negative  campaigning  by  offering 
free  airtime  to  major  presidential  candidates.  All  three 
networks,  ABC,  NBC,  CBS,  and  CNN  offered  five  minutes 
to  one  hour  of  free  airtime  for  voters  to  get  better  informed 
about  the  candidates. 


ssnes  &  Outcome 


A  deciding  point  for  candidates  can  be  positions  on  the 
issues  facing  Americans.  The  candidates  for  governor  all 
agreed  on  the  issues  of  tax  increases  for  Indiana  residents. 
Republican  Rex  Early  said,  "I  will  cut  government  until  it 
hurts  before  I  support  a  tax  increase." 

Taxes  even  affect  School  Board  members,  because  of  the 
different  uses  that  they  have  for  them.  Wayne  Township's 
School  Board  members  will  have  uses  for  property  taxes  in 
the  following  years.  During  summer  and  early  fall  the  board 
will  make  progress  toward  preliminary  renovation  plans  for 
the  high  school. 

The  outcome  of  the  primary  election  brought  disappoint- 
ment to  some,  but  triumph  and  exultation  to  the  victors.  The 
race  started  out  large  and  dwindled  to  a  small  few  and  finally 
after  the  primary  election  the  only  candidate  for  Republican 
nomination  is  Senate  Majority  Leader  Bob  Dole.  He  is  now 
the  Republican  candidate  for  President  in  the  November  5 
election.  In  the  Indiana  primary  election  Rex  Early  was 
defeated  by  Mayor  of  Indianapolis  Stephen  Goldsmith  who 
carried  62  out  of  the  90  counties  in  Indiana.  George  Witwer 
finished  a  distant  third  in  the  race  carrying  only  Scott 
County.  In  the  Wayne  Township  school  board  election  the 
three  seats  up  for  grabs  will  all  be  occupied  by  returning 
members,  Phyllis  Lewis  ,  Alfred  L.  Stout,  and  Shirley 
Deckard.

LADY  GIANTS  CAPTURE 
SURPRISING  REGIONAL  TITLE 


After  the  eight  losses,  the  girls  finished  the  rest  of  the  season  at  10- 
4,  and  capped  it  all  off  with  a  13-12  overall  record.  They  won  the 
sectional  and  regional  crown  being  knocked  out  of  semi-state  by 
eventual  State  champions  Center  Grove.  "No  one  ever  expected  us  to 
get  past  our  Sectional,  but  we  came  out  and  surprised  everyone  by 
winning  the  regional  as  well,"  Senior  Laura  Poland  said. 

The  girls  had  to  play  a  Martinsville  team  ranked  13th  in  the  state. 
If  they  were  to  get  past  Martinsville,  the  unranked  girls  would  have  to 
play  the  winner  of  the  first  game,undefeated  Eminence,  or  Plainfield. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  game  at  home,  the  team  made  a  comeback 
to  defeat  Martinsville.  Plainfield  upset  Eminence  and  headed  on  to  the 
regional  championship. 

Starting  off  like  the  Martinsville  game,  the  regional  championship 
was  no  different.  Plainfield  jumped  out  in  front  and  led  up  until  the 
fourth  quarter  when  the  Lady  Giants  turned  it  on. 

Late  in  the  fourth  quarter,  the  girls  led  by  three  points.  In 
desperation,  Plainfield's  guard  took  a  three  to  tie  the  game,  but  missed. 
Plainfield  then  got  a  rebound  and  put  it  in  for  two  with  two  seconds  left 
bringing  the  score  to  58-57  still  in  favor  of  the  Lady  Giants.  The  team 
let  the  time  expire  and  were  crowned  the  Regional  Champions. 


Although  the  girls  soccer  team  did  not  seem  to  do  as  well  on  paper 
as  the  basketball  team,  there  were  team  similarities:  the  basketball  team 
faced  a  slump,  as  had  the  soccer  team  with  four  losses  and  a  tie  before 
their  first  win  against  Bloomingtom  North,  3-2;  both  teams  had  to  find 
a  certain  "unity"  so  they  would  be  able  to  be  play  like  a  team;  and  both 
teams  had  Poland  to  help  achieve  success.

Both  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  Brooklyn,  Michigan, 
played  host  to  Indy  racing  on  May  26,  1996.  The  two  races 
caused  debate  and  controversy.  Speedway  President  Tony 
George  and  the  CART  owners,  such  as  Roger  Penske,  had 
differences  of  opinions.  George  wanted  the  race  to  be  more 
affordable  for  the  younger  rookies  who  could  not  afford  to 
spend  two  million  dollars  on  a  car;  Penske  wanted  to  have  the 
fastest  and  best  cars  and  drivers  running  the  track.  The 
arguments  did  not  end  there.  George  wanted  everyone  who 
ran  in  the  500  to  run  cars  at  his  other  two  tracks  around  the 
country  and  qualify  there  as  well.  The  drivers  and  the 
sponsors  thought  this  was  ridiculous.  The  result  of  their 
disagreements  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the  U.S.  500  in 
Michigan  this  year. 

Since  Penske  owns  his  own  track  in  Michigan,  he  decided 
he  would  create  his  own  race  and  begin  a  new  tradition  of 
racing  somewhere  else,  with  his  own  sponsors  and  drivers. 
George  did  not  try  and  stop  him.  The  Indy  500  contained 
more  than  the  average  33  drivers,  with  35  this  year.  The  cars 
were  less  expensive,  the  sponsors  unknown,  and  17  of  the 
drivers  were  rookies.  George  said  that  he  created  the  IRL  in 
an  attempt  to  give  drivers  and  sponsors  more  opportunities, 
reduce  the  cost  of  the  race,  and  at  the  same  time,  re-establish 
the  tradition  of  oval  racing. 

Throughout  the  month  of  May,  hypocrisy  played  a  key 
role  in  the  races.  In  the  early  weeks  before  the  races,  veteran 
race  car  driver  Jimmy  Vasser  was  upset  by  the  split  in  the 
races.  He  said,  "Everyone  of  us  wants  to  be  at  Indy.  It's  bull... 
forme  and  the  fans."  When  both  the  races  were  over  and  after 
Vasser  won  the  inaugural  race  of  the  U.S.  500,  his  opinion  of 
Indianapolis  drastically  changed.  "Who  needs  milk?"  Vasser 
said,  taking  a  final  shot  at  Indianapolis  tradition. 

Along  with  the  hypocritical  attitudes,  CART  members 
stated  that  the  Indianapolis  500  would  be  finished  without  all 
of  the  big-name  drivers  who  would  compete  in  Michigan. 


Contrary  to  this  opinion  though,  professional  and  veteran 
driver  A.  J.  Foyt  said,"  You  don't  know  me  from  winning 
Daytona  three  times ;  you  don't  know  me  winning  Le  Mans ; 
you  don't  know  me  winning  Ontario ;  you  don't  know  me 
winning  Pocono  four  times,  do  you?  You  know  me  from  one 
place .  That's  right  here .  When  those  people  say  they  made 
Indianapolis,  they  got  a  bad  problem  because  they're 
forgettin'  where  they  came  from  and  whatmade  their  name. 
That's  what  I'm  disgusted  with. " 

Race  car  drivers  at  Indianapolis  this  year  were  not  the 
only  ones  who  were  disgusted  with  the  people  in  Michigan. 
Bill  Benner,  a  columnist  for  thelndianapolis  News  and 
Starsaid,  ''Butmynon-gearheadbottomlineisthis:  Indy 
islndy,  and  this  wasjustanotherCART  race."  In  response 
to  Vasser's  comment  about  who  needs  milk,  Benner  re- 
sponded, "The  answer,  Jimmy,  is  that  you  do. " 

The  fans  who  travel  to  Indianapolis  are  not  the  die-hard 
race  fans.  They're  the  die-hard  fun  fans.  For  example,  Junior 
Jennifer  Jones  spent  the  night  before  the  race  down  at  the 
Motor  Speedway  with  a  group  of  her  friends .  She  said  they 
just  walked  around  meeting  new  people,  flirting  with  guys, 
and  watching  all  of  the  intoxicated  people  act  stupid  and 
make  fools  of  themselves.  "It  was  great,  I  had  the  time  of  my 
life. "  Also,  Jones  stated  that  the  Indy  500  was  still  a  great 
race  with  great  drivers ;  the  fans  were  still  the  same  old  group 
of  partiers  that  made  the  whole  thing  fun .  Even  without  the 
other  veteran  drivers,  to  her  the  race  was  still  the  race. 

No  matter  the  controversies  or  the  battles  fought  over 
this  sensitive  issue,  the  general  census  from  fans  and 
drivers  is  that  it  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  sport, 
the  drivers,  the  sponsors,  and  most  of  all  the  f ans,if  the  two 
leagues  would  set  aside  their  differences  andjoin  together 
again  at  one  place  and  one  time .  Race  car  driver  Gil  Ferran, 
afavorite  to  win  the  U.S.  500,  said,  "Nobody  wins,  really. 
The  two  series  need  to  be  together."  By  Patty  Mulvihill 
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The  80th  winner  of  the  Indianapolis  500  was  Buddy  Lazier  who  beat  all 
odds  on  May  25  when  he  raced  with  a  fractured  back.  His  car  was 
equipped  with  a  specially  designed  seat  to  ease  his  pain. 

The  Rookie  of  the  Year  award  was  bestowed  on  Menard's  race  car  driver 
Tony  Stewart,  a  native  of  Rushville,  Indiana.  He  led  the  race  for  the  first 
44  laps,  but  a  malfunction  with  his  engine  took  Stewart  out  after  82  laps. 


Menard's  race  car  driver  Scott  Brayton  was  supposed  to  be  the  guy  to 
beat  on  May  25,  at  the  Motor  Speedway,  but  an  unlortunate  crash  on 
the  second  turn  on  May  17,  was  the  end  of  his  career  and  his  lite.

Senior  April  Aldridge  believes

on  the  mind  and  not  the  body.  "The  experi- 
ence was  lots  of  fun.  I  met  lots  of  new  people, 
and  I  gained  a  good  experience  for  the  fu- 
ture," said  Aldridge.  "The  event  helped  me 
to  see  young  African-American  women 
making  a  positive  contribution  to  the  urban 
community."

Preparing  for  the  future,  students  choose 
to  take  classes  that  help  them  plan  for 
tomorrow's  world.  "We  develop  lifelong 
skills  and  the  work  is  all  hands  on,"  Senior 
Billy  Sedam  said. 

Gaining  experience  needed  to  get  a  job, 
Senior  Alexander  Davidson  thinks  building 
trades  will  help  him  experience  construction 
trade  in  the  future.  Learning  to  build  a  house, 
includes  gaining  knowledge  about  tech- 
niques with  electrical  parts,  carpentry,  and 
nailing  techniques. 

Building  a  house  and  working  to  construct 
a  highway  with  exits,  ramps,  side  roads,  and 
even  a  mountain  are  a  couple  of  the  activities 
involved  in  constructions.  Another  big  activ- 
ity was  going  on  afieldtriptoWoodmizerto 
see  saws  that  cut  straight  through  trees. 
Students  plan  to  gain  experience  from  this  class  for 
"real-life"  situations.  "  In  the  future  if  I  want  to  build  a 
house,  I'll  already  have  had  the  experience,  "Junior  David 
Dobson  said.  Junior  Donald  Drake  said  that  constructions 
will  help  when  there  are  no  more  new  houses  to  be  built  and 
more  commercial  jobs.  Davidson  said  that  understanding 
how  a  house  is  built  is  the  key  to  his  future  career. 

Laser  level  and  smart  level  are  a  couple  of  the  new 
technologies  being  used  in  the  building  trades  class.  The 
laser  level  is  state  of  the  art  and  is  used  to  set  grades.  All 
electronic,  the  smart  level  precisely  calculates  the  slope  of 
a  roof  and  if  a  wall  is  straight  up  and  down. 

Some  students  find  constructions  exciting  for  different 
reasons.  "It's  more  on  a  personal  level:  a  man-to-man 
situation,"  Drake  said.  Dobson  likes  the  fact  of  being  able 
to  walk  around  freely  while  he  works  instead  of  sitting  down 
the  whole  time. 

Winning  the  State  Competition  for  the  Vocational  In- 
dustrial Clubs  of  America  president.  Junior  Shannon 
Eastridge  competed  against  seven  other  people  for  first 
place.  "  It  felt  good  to  win,"  Eastridge  said. 

In  autobody  the  basic  skill  learned  is  how  to  work  on 
cars.  Junior  James  Holder  thinks  that  autobody  would  be 
a  good  hobby  for  him  along  with  knowing  how  to  fix  a  car 
faster  than  someone  else.  On  the  other  hand.  Junior  Dustin 
Wollan  took  autobody  to  go  right  into  the  work  force 
without  training.  Only  25  percent  of  the  time  is  spent  in 
class,  and  75  percent  of  the  time  is  spent  working  on  cars. 
Autobody  teaches  good  work  performance.  "If  you're 
going  to  work  you're  going  to  work  to  do  it  right,"  Wollan 
said. 

Printing  notepads  and  taking  photographs  are  a  couple 
of  the  activities  involved  in  graphic  communications. 
Learning  how  to  use  the  printing  press  is  taught  in  this 
class.  Students  in  graphic  communications  can  be  artistic 
with  their  assignments.  "We  get  to  be  creative  on  certain 
things, "Sophomore  Jeff  Baker  said. 

Autobody  teaches  students  to  learn  things  the  first  time 
around.  "If  you  miss  one  day,  it's  like  missing  three 
classes,"  Holder  said. 

Anything  from  learning  how  to  make  resumes,  filling  out 
job  applications,  sharing  dependability  on  the  job,  and 
working  in  a  greenhouse  are  activities  involved  in  preoc- 
cupations. The  skills  in  this  class  help  students  feel  better 
about  themselves.  "The  skills  we  learn  in  this  class  improve 
the  skills  I  already  have  and  help  give  me  more  confidence," 
Junior  LaShawn  Brown  said. 

This  class  can  help  students  with  "real-life"  situations 
or  jobs.  For  Brown,  health  occupations  taught  him  how  to

Some  of  the  tasks  experienced  in  health 
occupations  are  making  beds,  gowning  ,  posi- 
tioning patients  in  bed,  and  properly  washing 
hands.  Senior  Tiffany  Harris  took  health 
occupations  in  order  to  learn  "basic  skills  you 
need  to  know  about  being  in  the  medical  field 
and  to  do  the  tasks." 

Health  occupations  urges  the  students  to 
put  forth  their  best  and  keep  trying.  "If  you 
don't  get  an  80  percent  or  higher  you  have  to 
keep  trying  until  you  do,"  Junior  Lakeshia 
Grant  said. 

In  preparing  students  for  real  life  situa- 
tions, health  occupations  gives  students  a 
chance  to  excel.  "Health  occupations  prepares 
me  by  letting  me  be  able  to  go  to  college  and 
know  what  I'm  doing,"  Grant  said. 

Getting  people  involved,  the  health  occu- 
pation class  recruited  students  to  give  blood. 
At  the  blood  drive,  health  occupation  stu- 
dents were  placed  at  different  stations  to  fill  out  forms  for 
donors  and  hand  out  passes.  The  blood  drive  was  stopped 
temporarily  because  students  were  offered  extra  credit  for 
giving  blood  which  is  illegal  according  to  the  FDA. 

Competing  in  four  different  categories,  the  health  occu- 
pations class  won  nine  awards.  Health  occupations  won 
a  medal  for  medical  terminology,  top  ten  for  first  aid,  CPR, 
extemporaneous  writing,  and  job  interviewing.  Seniors 
Korinne  Fox  and  Holly  Bowman  along  with  Junior  Jennifer 
Bolin  were  all  in  the  top  ten  winners  "Another  good  year  for 
the  health  occupation  students,"  Sandy  Irwin,  health  occu- 
pations, said. 

Vocational  food  service  is  a  class  where  learning  how  to 
prepare  food  and  cleaning  the  machines  properly  are 
taught.  "I  enjoy  working  with  others  and  teaching  others 
how  to  cook,"  Sedam  said. 

Some  of  the  places  the  food  service  class  went  included 
local  restaurants  and  hotels  to  explore  different  tastes  in 
food. 

Not  only  does  food  service  provide  students  with 
physical  skills  for  the  future,  but  also  helps  prepare  them  for 
mental  skills.  "We  learn  to  control  our  attitudes  and  how  to 
work  well  with  others,"  Senior  Ashkea  Williams  said. 

Students  also  reinforce  their  skills  outside  of  the  class- 
room. "I  cook  meals  at  home  to  practice  my  skills  I  learn  at 
school,"  Adam  Smith  said. 

Electronics  office  applications  prepares  students  how  to 
plan  for  a  job  and  the  kinds  of  work  to  expect.  Typing, 
dressing  for  the  job  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month, 
and  office  reports  are  activities  in  this  class.  "  This  class 
will  help  me  with  my  future  career  as  a  paralegal  secretary, " 
Rebekah  Baldwin  said.  In  electronics  students  learn  how  to 
balance  accounts,  address  letterheads,  type  up  memos,  and 
dress  as  you  would  in  an  office.  "You  get  hands  on  experi- 
ence; you  get  to  do  everything  yourself,"  Senior  Christina 
Smith  said. 

Giving  a  chance  to  experience  the  future,  electronics 
teaches  situations  to  expect  on  a  job.  "It's  like  real-life,  stuff 
you  would  do  in  a  real  office,"  Senior  Christy  Berry  said. 
Junior  Shonda  Banner  said  that  the  class  lets  her  experience 
the  atmosphere  of  a  business.  By  taking  this  class,  some 
students  hope  to  get  experience  for  a  future  career. 

Before  entering  any  of  these  classes  one  might  consider 
the  commitment  involved.  "Be  determined  that's  what  you 
want  to  do,"  Harris  said.  The  classes  offer  realistic  perspec- 
tives. Sedam  said  that  food  service  is  more  than  a  class 
where  students  eat  what  they  make.  "This  a  business.  We 
are  in  it  to  make  money."

Graf  Defeats  Seles 

It  was  a  match  between  two  players  competing  for  the  top 
position  in  women's  tennis.  On  September  9,  1995, 
Germany's  Steffi  Graf  emerged  as  #1  as  she  beat  Monica 
Seles  in  New  York  to  win  her  fourth  U.S.  Open  title.  It  was 
Grafs  third  consecutive  Grand  Slam  title,  coming  after 
victories  at  Wimbledon  and  at  the  French  Open.  "Nothing 
can  ever  come  close  to  this  one.  I  had  a  lot  of  obstacles  to 
climb  over,"  Graf  said,  who  played  with  a  bone  bruise  on 
one  foot.  Despite  her  defeat  on  the  tennis  courts,  Monica 
Seles  feels  like  a  victor.  "It  has  been  very  exciting  to  me 
playing  again,"  Seles  said.  "As  long  as  I  keep  having  fun, 
that  is  what  is  going  to  matter  to  me  the  most." 


Battle  In  Bosnia 

Bosnian  Serbs,  demanding  independence  from  Bosnia, 
began  their  capture  of  the  nation's  capital  of  Sarajevo  just 
as  the  European  community  and  the  United  States  for- 
mally recognized  Bosnia.  Since  the  battle  began,  more 
than  200,000  people  have  been  killed  or  are  missing  in 
action.  The  first  U.S.  Apache  and  Blackhawk  helicopters 
arrived  in  Bosnia  on  December  24,  1995,  a  sure  sign  of  a 
NATO  mission  that  commanders  said  was  on  target  and 
taking  control  of  front-line  positions.  As  the  eight  Ameri- 
can helicopters  were  arriving  to  the  headquarters  for  U.S. 
troops  in  the  northern  city  of  Tuzla,  French  soldiers  took 
over  the  checkpoints,  north  of  Sarajevo,  and  seized  a  large 
resort  in  Serb-held  Ilidza,  west  of  the  capital.  The  French 
were  also  able  to  meet  an  agreement  with  the  Serbs  and 
Muslim-led  government  on  an  intitial  pullback  from 
front-line  positions  around  Sarajevo. 


Affirmative  Action 

The  purpose  of  Affirmative  Action  laws  was  to  establish^ 
equality  in  both  business  and  government.  Since  these 
laws  were  set,  there  has  been  severe  backlash  of  racism  that 
is  damaging  to  the  people  of  the  U.S.  Thousands  of 
businesses  around  the  world  have  Affirmative  Action  laws 
set-up  in  order  to  fall  under  the  laws  and  create  equality. 
However,  many  white  men  are  being  left  out  of  work, 
because  the  quotas  of  businesses  require  that  a  specific 
amount  of  females  and  minorities  be  hired  without  even 
being  fully  qualified  for  the  job.  Between  the  choice  to  hire 
a  qualified  white  man  or  a  woman  or  minority,  then  the 
white  man  is  rejected.  Affirmative  Action  was  designed  to 
destroy  the  issue  of  the  color  of  skin  and  the  difference  in 
genders.

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Swimming  their  way  to  23rd  in  the  state,  the  boys  swimming  team  started  off  its 
season  with  two  marginal  wins  against  Perry  Meridian  and  Pike  before  advancing 
to  the  Marion  County  tournament.  "We  felt  really  good  going  into  County,"  Junior 
Charles  Ingraham  said.  "We  were  undefeated  and  ready  to  swim." 

At  County  the  boys  placed  second  among  twelve  schools.  Sophomore  Jon 
Duncan  placed  first  in  the  50-yard  freestyle  and  set  a  county  record  as  he  swam  the 
100-yard  in  47.48.  "All  of  my  times  this  year  were  pretty  fast,  I  doubt  I  could  have 
done  much  better,"  Duncan  said.

After  County  the  luck  started  to  end.  The  team  went  1-9  before  defeating  Terre 
Haute  North.  Coming  off  of  the  Terre  Haute  win,  the  boys  beat  Warren  Central  two 
consecutive  times  and  had  three  wins  and  a  loss  before  sectionals.

"We  had  so  much  depth  in  our  weight  classes,  I 
didn't  think  we  would  be  stopped  very  easily,"  Junior  Shy-Quon  Ely 
said.  "But  as  a  lot  of  our  other  wrestlers  started  quitting  and  getting 
injured,  I  started  having  my  doubts." 

"We  had  to  use  our  tools  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  Coach  Starks 
guided  us  to  our  role  on  the  team,  but  we  had  to  take  the  initiative  upon 
ourselves  to  go  wherever  we  needed  to  go,"  Pippens  said.  Pippens 
finished  the  season  with  a  23-1 1  record. 

With  the  loss  of  four  of  last  year's  key  varsity  wrestlers  to  grades, 
injury  and  relocation,  Coach  Starks  foresaw  the  tough  road  ahead  of 
them.  "I  knew  that  we  would  have  a  struggling  season  and  that  we 
would  have  to  use  what  we  had  to  the  best  of  our  capabilities,"  Starks 
said.  The  wrestlers  ended  their  season  with  a  7- 1 7  record,  not  quite  the 
expectation  from  the  start  of  the  season.  "At  first,  I  thought  our  season 
was  going  to  be  a  good  one,  but  when  I  found  out  about  us  losing  the 
guys  from  last  year,  I  knew  that  I  had  to  step  up  and  get  the  other 
returning  wrestlers  to  follow,  in  order  for  us  to  have  a  good  season," 
Pippens  said.  "After  I  stepped  up  Nick  Garcia,  Ely,  Garcia,  Clyde 
Smith,  McPherson  and  Zachery  did  too." 

"Clyde  really  came  through  for  the  team  when  we  needed  him  the 
most,"  Starks  said.  "He  was  this  year's  most  improved  wrestler." 

Wrestlers  had  to  be  brought  up  from  reserve  to  take  the  place  of  other 
wrestlers  who  had  previously  been  varsity.

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Sophomore  class  increases 
entire  student  population 

Every  year,  a  new  group  of  students,  better  referred  to  as  sophomores,  enter  into  a 
environment  contrary  to  what  they  have  been  used  to.  Such  terms  as  freshman  and  junior 
high  no  longer  exist  in  these  students'  vocabulary.  The  term  sophomore,  on  the  other 
hand,  seems  to  have  made  it  into  everyone's  vocabulary.  "It  only  took  about  two  days  for  the 
upperclassmen  to  realize  there  were  many  sophomores,"  Sophomore  James  Glass  said.

In  reality,  the 
closings  proved  to  be  false.  By  state  law,  I.P.S.  students  were  required  to  stay  within  the  I.P.S. 
school  district. 

In  junior  high 
the  freshmen  were  primarily  kept  away  from  the  rest  of  the  students.  All  of  a  sudden,  we  were 
mixed  in  with  everyone  else.

School  has  been  difficult  for  some  sophomores,  but  easier  for  others.  "I  have  not  had  any 
problems  with  school.

Hola!  GutenTag!  Bonjour!  Learning  a  new  culture,  saying  "Hello"  indifferent  languages, 
eating  authentic  food,  singing  songs,  and  going  on  field  trips  combined  for  discovery  of 
languages  students  begin  to  learn.  People  around  the  world  communicate  in  different 
languages,  speak  in  different  dialects,  and  live  differently.  To  understand  these  transforma- 
tions, classes,  such  as  history,  foreign  language,  and  English  are  offered  to  students  who  wish 
to  learn  these  changes. 

Students  who  select  a  foreign  language  course  have  the  opportunity  to  travel  to  other 
countries  and  actually  experience  the  lifestyles  of  people  who  speak  the  language  they  are 
studying  through  programs  like  Indiana  University  Honors  and  the  Lion' s  Club .  "I  took  French 
so  when  I  went  to  Paris  I  would  be  able  to  speak  fluently,"  Junior  Angie  Hilderbrand  said. 
Sophomore  Amanda  Hatfield  believes  that  taking  a  foreign  language  gives  her  a  chance  to  meet 
other  people. 

For  some  students  foreign  language  interests,  challenges,  and  sometimes  surprise  them. 
Junior  MacKenzie  Dennis  could  not  believe  how  much  she  already  knew  when  she  walked  into 
Spanish  for  the  first  time.

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Sophomore  Shannon  Skiles,  Spanish  student,  said,  "Most  of  the  time  I  get  confused 
because  the  pronunciation  is  hard,  but  by  studying  and  practicing,  it  will  help  me  to  speak  the 
language  like  a  native  person  would."  Knowing  more  than  one  language  can  sometimes  be 
helpful  in  society.  Skiles  believes  speaking  Spanish  is  good  because  it  gives  her  an  advantage 
in  society  to  know  two  languages.  "If  I  have  to  go  to  Mexico,  I  will  be  able  to  communicate  with 
the  native-speaking  Mexicans,"  she  said. 

Discovering  how  countries,  religions,  and  people  were  centuries  ago  gives  students  a 
chance  to  experience  the  past.  World  history,  a  class  that  teaches  from  prehistoric  times  up  to 
present  times,  informs  students  about  ancient  civilizations,  discoveries,  and  cultures  from  as 
early  as  the  beginning  of  time.

For  others,  learning  about  the  past  gives  them  new-found 
knowledge  about  the  forms  of  government,  customs  passed  from  one  generation  to  another, 
and  the  different  cultures.  "You  learn  to  respect  the  way  people  did  things  because  that  is  what 
shaped  us  to  the  way  we  live,  act,  and  do  things,"  Sophomore  Robert  Rudicle  said. 

Students  also  learn  about  the  culture  of  past  times  through  U.S.  history.  They  study 
religions,  wars,  political  situations  and  the  different  generations  and  relationships  among 
different  centuries.

The  Romantic  Age,  the  Age  of  Reason,  and  the  Colonial  Period  are  all  periods  of  time  in 
literature  when  authors  expressed  themselves  through  writing.

cheerleaders  and  matmaids.  Attending  practices  and  games, 
trainers  are  there  for  any  injury  that  may  occur.  "An  injury  can 
lappen  at  any  time.

Accounting,  business  math, 
and  marketing  are  all  classes  that  would  help  these  students  understand  a 
business  better. "  The  reason  I  decided  to  take  this  class  was  that  I  wanted 
to  have  my  own  business  one  day,"  Sophomore  Andrew  Alexander  said. 

A  15  member  task  force  of  students  was  chosen  to  serve  on  an 
International  Marketing  Task  Force.  They  were  responsible  for  reviewing 
international  marketing  competitions  for  the  Marketing  Resource  Center  in 
Columbus,  Ohio.  The  marketing  class  also  has  district  contests,  and  the 
winners  go  on  to  state.  First  and  second  winners  from  state  then  went  to 
nationals  in  Orlando,  Florida,  this  year.  To  prepare  for  nationals,  the 
marketing  class  went  over  any  questions  that  might  be  asked  in  the 
Creative  Marketing  Manual,  a  book  that  determines  marketing  strategies 
for  a  company. 

In  marketing  some  of  the  skills  learned  are  retailing,  credit,  money 
management,  and  money  in  society.  "Marketing  teaches  us  how  to  ap- 
proach customers  and  how  to  deal  with  them,"  Junior  Aaron  Spence  said. 

By  taking  marketing  for  three  years,  students  can  go  to  a  job  to  earn 
credits. "If  you're  going  to  own  your  own  business,  you  might  consider 
taking  this  course,"  Junior  Terry  Young  said.  "  Then,  during  your  senior 
year,  you  can  have  hands  -on  training  by  going  to  work  during  school  and 
receiving  credits."

Accounting  ha 
formulas  students  use  to  figure  business  transactions,  while  math  ha 
formulas  to  figure  the  area,  circumference  of  a  circle ,  or  even  how  mucl 
something  costs. Students  learn  how  to  do  interest  when  money  is  th 
bank,  how  to  do  mental  math,  and  fractions.  "Business  math  and  genera 
math  are  both  similar  because  you  learn  basically  the  same  thing,

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Haley,Crosslin  Share  Challenger 
Collections,Facts  with  Students

il  s  she  teaches  Junior  Mike  Helber  about 
the  Challenger  explosion,  Tammy  Haley, 
health,  shows  him  a  space  suit  worn  by  astro- 
nauts in  space  and  a  model  of  the  Challenger 
space  shuttle.

"The  space  suit,"  Crosslin  said,  "was  made 
at  a  company  in  Houston.  It  is  a  replica  of  what 
the  real  suits  look  like.  I  worked  with  NASA 
and  the  Children's  Museum  when  they  had  a 
community  project  where  the  suits  were  used 
in  recreations  of  space." 

"There  was  a  contest  between  the  two  com- 
panies to  see  who  could  be  the  first  in  space; 
so,  both  drinks  were  sent  to  make  it  equal," 
Crosslin  said.  "The  cans  had  several  different 
chambers  and  a  special  shaving-cream  like 
top,  so  that  when  someone  in  space  was  drink- 
ing it,  the  soda  wouldn't  spurt  out  every- 
where." 

The  model  of  the  Challenger  shuttle  came 
from  Huntsville,  Alabama.  "I  usually  use  the 
model  in  demos  to  explain  how  the  shuttle 
works,"  Crosslin  said. 

He  said  that  the  two  posters  came  from 
years  of  collecting.  "I  have  all  kinds  of  them 
from  NASA.  I  use  them  to  show  and  teach  kids 
and  teachers,"  he  said.

"He  wanted  the  U.S.  to  become  an  even 
greater  country,  and  we  believed  that  through 
his  leadership  the  economy  would  grow," 
Davis  said.  Davis  believes  that  JFK  was  a 
great  role  model  because  he  gave  his  life  for 
what  he  believed  in.  "His  life  shows  that  one 
should  strive  for  greatness  even  though  great 
risks  are  involved." 

A  school  teacher  from  Concord  High 
School,  in  Concord,  NH,  also  had  a  great 
admiration  for  JFK.  Her  name  was  Christa 
McAuliffe,  the  teacher  who  was  killed  in  the 
Challenger  explosion.  Of  the  many  other 
things  that  have  happened  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States,  one  of  the  most  tragic  events  to 
occur  was  the  Challenger  explosion,  which 
took  place  on  January  28,  1986.  Tammy 
Haley,  Health,  believes  that  the  Challenger 
explosion  had  a  strong  impact  on  her  and  the 
rest  of  the  country.  "It  was  one  of  those  ten 
things  in  a  lifetime  you  will  never  forget.  You 
remember  where  you  were  when  it  happened, 
like  where  they  were  when  JFK  was  killed," 
she  said.  "It  was  hard  on  teachers,  since 
Christa  McAuliffe  was  a  teacher.  Back  then, 


being  a  teacher  was  not  a  big  thing  and 
education  was  being  pushed  down.  Christa 
was  a  great  role  model  for  women  and  teenag- 
ers. It  was  a  sad  day  for  America,"  Haley  said. 
Haley  thinks  that  NASA  slowed  down  and 
became  more  accountable  for  the  things  that 
happen  after  the  explosion.  "The  control  pro- 
gram improved,  and  they  don't  have  lift-offs 
on  days  that  show  signs  of  bad  weather." 
Haley  pointed  out  that  even  though  tragic 
events  like  this  happen,  one  should  not  be 
afraid  to  do  what  they  want.  "The  families 
chose  to  give  a  positive  mark.  There  is  a 
chance  for  failure  in  everything.  We  can  learn 
from  these  deaths,"  she  said. 

After  the  explosion,  a  group  of  centers, 
called  the  Challenger  Learning  Center,  were 
opened  in  honor  and  as  a  living  memorial  for 
the  victims  of  the  Challenger  explosion. 
These  centers  were  opened  in  Brownsburg 
and  in  six  other  locations  across  the  country. 

"We  didn't  want  to  dwell  on  how  the  crew 
died,  but  what  they  had  to  live  for,"  Chuck 
Resnick,  brother  of  Challenger  victim  Judith 
Resnick,  said.  By  Heather  Cook 
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Ate  being  at  Ben  Davis  for  a  majority  of  their  teaching  careers,  eight  teachers  left  behind  memories 
and  good  friends  Roger  Bush,  Joan  Cleveland,  Joe  Cook,  George  Dickerson,  Ronald  Dickerson,  Judy 
Hardin  Carolyn  Lincks,  and  Dr.  Rebecca  Whitmore  said  good-bye  to  fellow  teachers  on  May  30. 

Teaching  English  for  3 1  years,  Cleveland  believes  her  fondest  memory  was  when  she  went  with  the  band 
to  Europe  in  their  first  trip  to  another  country.  "It  was  for  a  whole  month  in  the  late  sixties  or  early  seventies, 
she  said  Cleveland  believes  that  she  will  do  several  things  during  her  retirement.  "I  plan  to  restore  some 
furniture  (antiques),  do  some  gardening  and  traveling,  cook  for  the  family,  and  spend  more  time  with  my 
five  grandchildren,"  she  said. 

George  Dickerson,who  has  been  an  educator  for  22  years,  spent  10  years  as  assistant  principal.  He 
believes  that  his  fondest  memories  were  when  the  school  won  different  championships.  "I  also  enjoyed 
participating  in  the  Evening  of  Excellence,  where  we  recognized  students  academically,"  he  said.  Although 
he  looks  forward  to  spending  time  with  his  eight  grandchildren  during  his  retirement,  he  said,  "I  also  would 
like  to  do  a  little  bit  of  traveling." 

Of  the  30  years  that  she  has  been  teaching,  Dr.  Rebecca  Whitmore,  English,  said  that  she  does  not  have 
one  particular  fond  memory.  "There  are  so  many  of  them;  I  can't  single  out  just  one  that  stands  out,"  she 
said  "They  are  all  special  to  me."  Dr.  Whitmore  plans  to  spend  her  retirement  working  with  her  husband 
in  a  business  they  just  opened,  called  Whitmores1  Dogwood  Farm.  "It  is  a  landscaping  business,  where  we 
will  be  growing  hosta  plants,"  she  said.  "I  will  do  that  for  awhile,  and  also  spend  time  with  my  grandchi  dren 
in  Texas.  I  have  thought  about  doing  something  in  education,  like  teach  some  college  classes  or  holding 
workshops  for  teachers,"  Dr. Whitmore  said. 

Cook  Spanish,  has  been  teaching  for  28  years.  Cook  said  that  he  has  many  memories,  but  one  stands 
out  the  most  "I'll  mainly  remember  teachers  and  students  who  were  my  good  friends,"  he  said.  Cook  plans 
to  spend  his  retirement  with  the  things  that  interest  him.  "I  have  so  many  interests— music,  theater,  and 
writing  languages."  Cook  mentioned  that  before  he  got  into  theater,  he  was  never  in  the  habit  of  keeping 
scrapbooks.  "Now,  I  have  about  twelve  scrapbooks,"  he  said.  Cook  plans  to  do  some  community  theater, 
acting  and  directing.

Ellis,  vocational,  was  impressed  by  the  relaxed  enjoyment  of  both  the  staff  and  students  who 
actively  pursue  what  school  is  all  about— learning.  "In  other  words,  the  correct  mix  of 
seriousness  concerning  education  is  coupled  with  humor,"  Ellis  said. 

One  thing  that  comes  with  teaching  is  the  challenge.  "One  challenge  of  my  job  as  a  resource 
instructor  is  to  ensure  that  the  technology  functions  correctly,"  Ellis  said.  "Another  challenge 
is  to  do  many  jobs  at  once.  I  often  have  a  room  full  of  students  working  on  the  computers  while 
I  need  to  tutor  others  in  academic  classes  and  read  tests  for  a  third  group,"  she  said.  "My  main 
goal  is  to  have  all  the  technology  work  correctly." 

Lile,  art,  who  is  a  former  student,  had  a  familiar  impression  of  Ben  Davis.  "My  first  thought 
was,  It's  great  to  be  home',"  he  said.  Lile's  most  challenging  class  is  design  and  composition. 
"There  are  more  students  than  usual  who  are  not  interested  in  learning,"  he  said. 

Lile  has  three  goals  for  next  year.  "First,  to  be  the  best  teacher  I  can  possibly  be;  second, 
to  have  a  wonderful  Key  Club;  third,  to  enjoy  life  and  learning,"  he  said. 

Brad  Phelps,  chemistry,  said  that  the  first  thing  he  thought  about  the  school  was  the  size. 
"Coming  from  a  school  of  150  students  was  a  change  for  me,  but  it  turned  out  to  be  a  great 
change,"  he  said.  Of  the  classes  that  he  teaches,  Phelps  said  that  his  most  challenging  are  his 
Tech.  Prep,  classes.  "I  am  trying  to  develop  the  course  into  a  class  with  as  much  hands-on 
activity  as  I  can,"  he  said. 

Another  goal  he  has  pertains  to  the  soccer  teams.  "Being  the  assistant  coach  of  the  boys  and 
girls  soccer  team,  I  hope  for  a  state  contending  soccer  team." 

With  the  beginning  of  school  also  came  three  Amity  Scholars:  Cyril  Jacquel,  France;  Sacko 
Kanemaro,  Japan;  and  Irina  Malkovskaya,  Russia. 

Jacquel  went  through  a  long  process  before  being  selected  as  an  Amity  Scholar.  "I  applied 
in  February  1995  to  participate  in  the  Amity  Scholar  program,"  he  said.  He  then  got  in  touch  with 
an  Amity  Scholar  Institute  representative  through  the  French- American  Commission  in  Paris, 
where  he  was  interviewed  and  selected.  "My  application  letter  was  sent  to  Amity  Institute's 
office  in  the  U.S.,  who  then  sends  it  to  different  schools  who  are  interested  in  the  program," 
he  said.  "The  final  decision  was  made  by  the  teacher  applying  for  an  Amity  Scholar." 

Jacquel  said  that  his  first  impression  the  school  was  "huge!"  The  average  size  of  high  schools 
in  France  is  about  300  to  400  students.  "It  took  me  a  long  time  before  I  could  get  where  I  wanted 
without  getting  lost!"  he  said.  "It  is  so  lively  and  has  so  many  things  students  can  learn." 

Even  though  he  speaks  French,  he  still  has  a  challenge  with  his  classes.  "The  most 
challenging  class  is  probably  French  3-4.  I  have  to  explain  basic  grammar  rules  that  I  never 
had  to  learn  myself  because  French  is  innate  to  me,"  Jacquel  said.   ► 
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Xrom  Lizton,  Indiana,  Richard  Hettenvan,  voca- 
tional electronics,  wants  to  make  the  electronics 
programs  the  best  he  has  ever  taught.  "I  also  try  to 
make  the  class  as  enjoyable  as  possible."

"I  hope  that  through  my  work  with  the  students,  they  will  come  to  a  better  understanding 
of  the  French  culture,"  he  said.

Irina  Malkovskaya,  Russian  Amity  Scholar,  also  noticed  how  big  the  school  was.  "When 
I  first  came  here,  I  realized  that  Ben  Davis  is  a  large  school  with  high  standards  of  teaching 
and  a  staff  whose  level  of  knowledge  and  methods  of  teaching  excel  all  expectations,"  she 
said. 

Amity  Scholars  not  only  teach  while  they  are  in  the  United  States,  they  also  attend  classes 
in  order  to  learn  more  about  American  schools  and  culture.

Junior  Troy  Ruggles,  one  of  Hammer's 
itudents  who  is  completely  deaf,  assisted 
Hammer  during  Deaf  Awareness  Week.  "It 
lopefully  taught  them  a  little  sign  language 
ind  got  them  interested  so  they  will  join  the 
\merican  Sign  Language  Club,"  signed 
Juggles. 

Explaining  that  one  goal  was  to  expose 
students  to  various  facets  of  being  deaf/hard 
if  hearing,  Hammer  said,  "In  many  cases, 
■nore  awareness  leads  to  more  acceptance.  In 
)ne  special  way,  Hammer  was  impressed  by 
he  outcome  of  Deaf  Awareness  Week.  "I  was 
nspired  by  the  overwhelming  interest  shown 
)y  the  student  body." 

Hammer  believes  two  things  are  needed 
greatly.  "First,  is  more  awareness  of  the 
ieeds  and  culture.  Secondly,  we  all  need  to  be 
able  to  communicate  effectively.  For  most 
peaf/hard  of  hearing,  this  means  the  hearing 
community  needs  to  learn  to  sign,"  Hammer 
said. 

Ruggles  said  that  deaf  students  want 
friends  just  like  all  kids.  "If  you  can't  sign,  try 
writing  notes.  If  you  can  sign,  don't  keep  it  a 
secret.  Say  something  to  deaf  students  when 
you  see  them,"  Ruggles  signed. 

Christine  Stepp,  speech,  has  a  student  in 
her  class,  Christie  Reeves,  who  is  deaf  and 
jneeds  an  interpreter  during  classes.  Stepp 
believes  that  with  Reeves  in  her  class,  other 


students  are  more  aware  and  have  more 
respect  for  those  with  disabilities.  "It  also 
helps  the  students  to  understand  that  she  is 
just  like  them,"  she  said. 

Other  teachers,  like  Hammer,  also  help  to 
make  students  aware  of  special  events. 
Charles  Twa,  U.S.  History,  helps  make  stu- 
dents aware  of  recycling  white  paper.  "I  am 
in  charge  of  recycling  cans,  metal  and  plas- 
tic. For  years,  I  recycled  newspapers  and 
telephone  books,"  he  said.  "I  encourage  stu- 
dents to  participate  in  the  recycling  and  not 
throw  away  white  paper  because  it  can  be 
made  into  something  else.  Now,  we  have 
white  paper  recycling  on  the  first  Friday  of 
each  month." 

Twa  believes  that  recycling  has  had  a 
positive  influence  on  students.  "It  creates  an 
awareness.  Students  need  that  awareness 
right  at  the  beginning  of  elementary  school. 
Then,  they  will  bring  that  awareness  through 
junior  high  and  high  school,"  he  said. 

For  a  different  perspective,  Krista 
Hensley,  English,  teaches  a  unit  that  has 
more  of  a  historical  purpose,  Vietnam.  "I 
teach  literature  that  deals  with  the  war.  His- 
tory is  not  the  focus,  but  awareness  of  what 
the  young  men  experienced.  These  are  sto- 
ries that  are  written  by  them,"  she  said. 
Hensley  said  that  the  class  watched  videos, 
looked  at  pictures,  and  constantly  wrote  and 
imagined  what  they  felt.  "The  literature  is  so 
powerful;  it  has  honest  views  and  experi- 
ences," she  said. 

Hensley  believes  that  teaching  a  unit  on 
Vietnam  has  had  a  positive  influence  on 
students.  "For  the  first  time,  students  were 
involved  in  discussion.  They  said  it  was  the 
first  literature  they  enjoyed.  It  gave  them  a 
perspective  about  a  historical  time  where 
their  parents  were  influenced.  Most  of  them 
have  already  known  about  the  pain  and  fear," 
said  Hensley.

The  Indiana  Regional 
Blood  Center  concluded  that  extra  credit  given  by  teachers  was 
also  illegal.  Through  miscommunication  of  the  new  law, 
teachers,  as  in  past  years,  gave  extra  credit.  The  drive  was 
halted  and  60  units  of  blood  from  morning  donors  was  put  aside 
until  further  questioning.  "They  want  the  students  to  give  their 
blood  because  it  is  the  right  thing  to  do,  not  because  of 
bribery."

Preparing  to  take  his  pilot  test,  Love  believes  that  there 
is  more  to  flying  a  plane  than  what  meets  the  eye. 

Using  flight  plotters,  maps,  and  the  flight  stimulators, 
students  experience  using  new  technology.  "You  have  to 
make  out  a  map  of  what  course  you  will  be  fly  ing  before  you 
actually  get  to  fly,"  Junior  Shaun  Childs  said. 

Instruments  such  as  the  plotter  let  students  know  where 
they  are  going.  For  the  first  time,  aviation  students  get  to  use 
the  flight  stimulator.  Going  on  field  trips  to  fly  planes  with 
instructors  is  also  part  of  the  aviation  lessons.  "You  have 


to  be  serious  about  flying  if  you  sign  up  for  this  class.  I  take 
flying  lessons  so  I  know  what  kind  of  precautions  you  need 
to  take.  It  is  too  dangerous  to  play  around  with  airplane 
instruments,"  Senior  Ian  Spears  said. 

Industrial  arts  classes  such  as  drafting,  power  mechan- 
ics, wood  manufacturing,  and  introduction  to  woods, 
plastics,  construction,  and  technology  allow  students  to 
handle  various  machinery.  Repairing  equipment  such  as  a 
lawn  mowers,  cars,  and  making  basketballs  and  clipboards 
are  a  few  activities  done  different  in  industrial  arts  classes. 
"Most  of  the  things  we  do  are  not  that  hard,  it  just  takes 
common  sense  to  know  what  you  have  to  do,"  Junior  Scott 
Barger  said,  who  is  in  introduction  to  technology. 

Fixing  various  equipment  brought  in  by  students  or 
teachers  is  what  power  mechanics  student  Junior  Waseem 
Baig  helps  repair.  "We  also  make  footballs  and  we  use  the 
computers  to  design  the  artwork  we  want  to  put  on  the 
football,"  Baig  said. 

Sophomores  Erika  Armes,  Doug  Sinclair,  and  Junior 
Kyle  Baugh  believe  that  the  increasing  world  of  technology  3 
is  an  improvement  to  the  economy.  "Now  that  we  have  new  | 
technology,  we  are  able  to  get  things  done  a  lot  faster  and  | 
easier,"  Sinclair  said.  g.

With  senior  leadership  and  positive  attitudes,  girls  softball, 
tennis,  and  golf  teams  are  able  to  succeed.  From  hitting  a  home  run 
to  getting  a  hole  in  one,  the  teams  all  worked  together  and  gave  each 
other  support  to  make  their  seasons  stand  out.  Tennis  doubles 
teams  who  were  best  friends,  a  softball  team  with  one  junior,  and 
a  golf  team  with  a  Regional  participant:  all  had  their  own  surprising 
seasons.

Petty,  environmentalist  student,  said. 

In  foods,  students  gain  experiences  about 
the  different  ways  to  prepare  meals  and  discuss 
the  importance  of  nutrients  in  foods.  "We  learn 
how  to  set  tables,  where  utensils  belong,  and 
the  safety  rules  of  cooking,"  Sophomore  Mel- 
issa Leffler  said. 

Although  worksheets  and  tests  are  part  of 
this  class,  effective  teamwork  is  also  an  impor- 
tant part  of  being  in  a  class  like  foods.  "I  help 
my  group  get  things  prepared  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  and  try  to  get  a  good  grade,"  Sophomore 
Craig  Klinge  said. 

Looking  at  it  from  a  different  view,  Klinge 
said,  "The  best  part  of  class  is  eating,  but  if 
you're  just  looking  to  eat  in  foods,  you 
shouldn't  take  it.  There  is  more  to  foods  than 
eating." 

For  others,  taking  a  class  like  foods  prepares 
students  for  future  expectations.  "I  took  foods 
because  I  believe  that  it  will  prepare  me  for 
vocational,"  Sophomore  Kemoni  Meyers  said.

Her  hair  is  black.  Her  eyes  are  barely  open, 
yet  she  behaves  and  acts  like  any  three-week- 
old  baby.  Mesmerized,  new  life  students  listen 
intently  as  Rich  Gargas  explains  responsibili- 
ties, joys,  and  pains  of  parenting. 

"From  Mr.  Gargas's  discussions,  I  have 
learned  that  raising  kids  is  not  an  easy  task  and 
that  it  is  hard  to  keep  up  with  three  toddlers," 
said  new  life  student  Sophomore  Starr 
Johnson. 

With  having  a  baby  comes  responsibility, 
love,  understanding  and  patience.  "Because  I 
took  child  development,  I  understand  and  am 
more  patient  with  my  nieces  and  nephews," 
said  Junior  Bianca  Burnett.  Classes  such  as 
new  life  and  child  development  teach  students 
the  importance  of  infants  and  how  to  go  about 
raising  them.  Both  classes  deal  with  children 
from  fetus  to  two-or  three-year-olds.  Junior 
Andrea  Atkinson  said  that  she  took  new  life 
because  she  wanted  to  learn  more  about  kids 
and  because  she  wants  to  be  a  pediatrician. 

"To  learn  more  about  babies,  is  why  I  de- 
cided to  take  new  life,"  said  Sophomore  Sheila 
Long.  New  life  introduces  students  to  the 
stages  of  pregnancy  and  facts  about  children. 
Long  said  that  new  life  has  made  her  cautious 
about  having  sex  because  of  the  changes  a 
woman  goes  through  during  her  pregnancy. 
"What  I  like  most  about  being  in  new  life  is  that 
when  we  get  work,  the  teacher  allows  us  to  go 
about  our  own  pace  on  completing  assign- 
ments," Long  said. 

Emphasizing  the  skills  of  parenting  and 
working  with  two-year-olds  and  three-year- 
olds,  child  development  prepares  students  on 


how  to  deal  with  them.  Some  students  take 
these  classes  so  they  can  have  a  first-hand 
experience  working  with  children.  "I  was  actu- 
ally surprised  that  we  got  to  work  with  and  play 
with  young  children,"  said  Burnett. 

"Working  with  the  children  is  fun  because 
you  get  to  become  a  teacher  to  them  and  plan 
activities  such  as  sing  alongs  and  group  work," 
said  Junior  Amanda  Burroughs,  who  is  in  both 
new  life  and  child  development.  "If  you  decide 
to  take  any  of  these  two  classes,  it  has  to  be 
something  you  really  want  to  do.  The  materials 
we  learn  in  class  make  me  kind  of  scared  be- 
cause there  are  so  many  things  that  could  go 
wrong  when  a  woman  is  pregnant.  If  you  learn 
some  of  the  things  before  they  happen,  then 
you  can  prevent  fetal  illness  or  other  birth 
defects." 

Marge  Patton,  child  development  and  new 
life,  believes  that  students  in  child  develop- 
ment benefit  from  hands-on  experience  be- 
cause it  lets  students  see  the  principle  dis- 
cussed in  class.  "The  more  opportunities  stu- 
dents have  to  gain  experience  about  children, 
the  better  they  will  understand  how  to  handle 
and  raise  their  own  children,"  Patton  said. 

Not  sure  if  she  wants  to  have  a  child-related 
career,  Junior  Sherrea  Mathis  believesthat  tak- 
ing child  development  is  something  that  will 
benefit  students  who  do  not  know  anything 
about  children  and  their  behavior,  but  plan  on 
having  kids.  Burrough  also  believes  that  "ev- 
erybody should  take  new  life  and  child  devel- 
opment because  it  will  prepare  you  for  what  to 
expect  when  you  have  a  baby."

During  the  month  of  October,  counselors  go  to  English  rooms  to 
inform  students  about  upcoming  college  exams.  Counselors  encourage 
students  to  take  these  exams.  Some  of  them  are  necessary  for  college 
ntrance  like  the  SAT's  and  the  ACT's. 

One  big  test  is  the  ASVAB.  In  the  fall,  40  juniors  participatec 
\SVAB  test.  Juniors  took  the  test  for  various  reasons.  Some  student 
took  the  test  to  see  what  career  the  test  would  direct  them  in,  while 
others  took  it  to  get  into  the  military.  Junior  Jennifer  Mills  said,  "I 
took  the  ASVAB  to  see  what  I  was  good  in  as  a  possible  career 
hoice."  Having  a  positive  reaction,  Junior  Carey  Coglan  said,  " 
It's  a  good  test  to  take  to  learn  more  about  career  goals." 

Junior  Chris  Wyatt  took  the  ASVAB  for  a  different  reason. 
Wyatt  said  "  I  simply  took  the  test  to  get  into  the  military." 

The  juniors  who  participated  in  the  ASVAB  test  said  they  s 
would  most  likely  follow  the  results  of  the  test.  Junior  Dennis  ^ 
Lippard  said,  "  I  will  probably  go  into  a  career  field  that  best 
suits  me  ."  Unlike  most  people,  there  are  ones  who  are 
andecided.  Junior  LeShawn  Brown  said, "  I  am  not  sure  if  I 
will  follow  the  results  or  not.  It  depends  on  how  they  fit  me 
ind  my  personality." 

Even  though  the  test  is  designed  to  help  direct  students 
:oward  a  career  choice,  test  questions  are  difficult.  The  majority  of  th 
students  thought  that  the  questions  about  enginering  and  math  made  them  think 
:he  most.  Mills  said, "  The  questions  about  engineering  and  automotive  made  me  think 
:he  most.  I  think  that  they  were  the  toughest." 

Although  most  juniors  do  not  take  the  test  until  May  or  June,  many  juniors  did 
participate  in  the  test  taking.  On  June  1 ,  approximately  500  students  got  their  pencils 
and  brains  ready  to  go  and  sat  through  the  three  hour  test  answering  questions  in  the 
ijmath  and  verbal  areas.  As  for  Junior  Marcie  Moore,  she  thinks  the  verbal  section  was 
the  toughest.  "The  analogies  were  the  hardest  for  me.  I  did  not  know  what  some  of  ^ 
the  words  meant;  therefore,  I  couldn't  mark  an  answer,"  Moore  said.  Moore  believes  | 
reading  comprehension  are  benficial  questions.  Moore  said,  "The  reading  helped  ^ 

Erie.  It  helped  me  by  not  just  reading  for  the  answer,  but  to  understand  what  I  was 
eading." 

Not  only  will  taking  a  college  entrance  test  help  someone  get  into  college,  but 
it  will  also  help  juniors  become  better  test  takers.  Junior  Lisa  Sharp  took  the  test  not 
only  to  get  into  college,  but  also  to  help  herself  become  a  better  test  taker.  She  knows  that 
this  will  be  helpful  not  only  her  senior  year,  but  also  in  college.  Sharp  said  she  would  take 
the  SAT  or  a  test  similar  to  it,  like  the  ACT,  to  get  higher  test  scores  so  that  she  will  be  able 
to  get  into  a  better  college.  Junior  Danny  Short  took  the  test  because  he  has  never  taken 
it  before  and  because  it  is  required  to  get  into  college.  Short  said  he  would  take  a  test  like 
the  SAT  because  colleges  expect  for  one  to  have  taken  more  than  one  test.   ►

Aftering  taking  the  PS  AT 
many  times  and  taking  the  PLAN,  Junior  Susan  Hull  was  prepared  for  the  test.  1 
have  taken  tests  to  prepare  for  the  SAT,  so  I  knew  what  to  expect.  I  feel  that  I  wak 
ready  to  take  the  test,"  Hull  said.  She  took  the  test  so  that  she  would  be  able  to 
get  college  scholarships.  In  contrast  from  Hull,  Moore  studied  from  the  review 
book,  did  the  practice  test,  and  used  a  book  full  of  tips  from  the  library.  She  also 
went  to  bed  early  and  ate  breakfast  before  leaving  for  the  test. 

Unlike  the  ASVAB,  which  is  designed  to  help  students  find  a  possible  career  goal 
some  juniors  are  in  agreement  that  the  results  of  the  SAT  and  he  ACT  will  not  changt 
their  future  job  choices.  Burke  said,  "The  SAT  is  not  the  type  of  test  to  guide  peoplt 
in  the  direction  for  a  job  choice.  I  know  what  I  want  to  do  and  the  test  results  will  no 
change  what  I  want  to  do  in  the  future." 

B  urke,  however,  thinks  that  her  test  results  will  be  better  than  she  expects 
Short  believes  that  he  did  well  on  the  math  section,  but  as  for  the  verbal  h< 
thinks  the  score  will  not  be  as  high. 

Short  said,  "The  hardest  part  of  the  test  for  me  was  the  reading  comprehen 
sion.  There  was  a  lot  of  reading  to  do  and  then  there  was  lots  of  questions  t<| 
answer."  Sharp  also  thinks  the  toughest  part  was  the  verbal. 

Whether  it  be  the  SAT,  ACT,  or  ASVAB,  most  juniors  are  in  agreement  tha 
the  college  entrance  exams  are  important  to  get  into  college.  Moore  said,  "Tin 
main  reason  I  took  it  was  for  college  and  softball.  Some  colleges  are  talking  I 
me  about  going  there  to  paly  softball  and  to  get  in,  I  need  to  have  taken  the  S Ar 
ot  the  ACT."

On  September  18,  while 
school,  Junior  Chris  Cummings 
Riding  his  Nija  motorcycle  to  school, 
Crawfordsville  Rd.  The  crash  caused  him 
and  two  on  his  knees. 

Aside  from  the  pain,  Cummings  does  not  remember  very  much.  Cummings  said, 
"I  remember  putting  on  my  helmet  and  pulling  out  of  my  driveway ."  After  the  accident 
Cummings  spent  two  weeks  in  the  hospital.  Before  he  was  allowed  to  leave,  he  had 
to  be  able  to  stand  by  himself;  however,  he  was  not  completely  healed.  Cummings 
attends  physical  therapy  three  times  a  week  and  it  will  take  six  months  to  a  year  for 
him  to  fully  recover. 

During  his  stay  at  home,  Cummings  did  not  get  behind  on  his  school  work.  Angela 
Nealy , chemistry ;  Colleen  Lahr,  Spanish;  and  Candy  Sutherland,  English  helped  him 
with  his  school  work  so  that  he  would  not  get  behind. 

Darrell  Cummings,  Chris's  father,  was  at  the  post  office  when  he  heard  about  the 
accident.  He  said  a  man  at  the  post  office  asked  him  about  if  he  heard  about  the 
accident.  The  gentleman  told  him  the  kid  was  down  and  so  was  the  bike.  D.  Cummings 
said,  "I  jumped  on  my  motorcycle  and  went  to  the  location  of  the  accident.  I  had  my 
son  in  mind  the  whole  time." 

D.Cummings  believes  he  received  a  message  from  God  telling  him  that  his  son  was 
in  an  accident.  The  reason  that  he  believes  that  is  because  of  the  time  frame  in  which 
things  happened. "  How  did  the  man  witness  the  accident,  find  out  who  my  son  was, 
and  locate  me  at  the  post  office  in  five  minutes?  I  was  the  only  one  to  see  the  man. 
No  one  else  saw  him  at  the  accident  site  or  at  the  post

Even  though  Cundiff  had  to  be 
wheeled  out  in  a  wheelchair  immediately  after  walking 
across  ,  he  managed  to  participate  in  the  commencement 
activities. 

The  death  of  Menard  team  racer  Scott  Brayton  left  an 
impression  on  fans,  racers,  and  spectators.

Veteran 
Danny  Ongais  took  the  place  of  Brayton  for  the  Menard 
team  driving  a  Menard  car  with  "We  Miss  You  Scott". 
Also,  in  memory  of  Brayton,  Ongais  was  allowed  to  run 
pole  position  for  the  first  lap  of  the  race. 

Making  a  lasting  impression  through  a  sexual  harass- 
ment suit  against  Supreme  Justice  Clarence  Thomas  in 
1991,  Anita  Hill,  a  professor  at  Oklahoma  University,was 
invited  to  talk  to  studentson  May  8  by  Angela  Nealy, 
science.

(3)  The  African 
elephant,  largest  land  animal,  requires  a  hefty  diet  of  more  than  300  pounds  of  food 
and  more  than  24  gallons  of  water  daily  to  become  full  grown  at  10  feet  tall,  and 
weigh  more  than  six  tons.  (4)  Most  active  at  night,  wallaroo's  rest  during  the  day, 
eat  in  the  early  morning  and  late  at  night.  (5)  One  of  the  world's  largest  predators, 
an  adult  male  Kodiak  Bear,  can  grow  to  be  more  than  nine  feet  long.  Their  rich  diet 
of  salmon  allows  them  to  grow  to  weigh  more  than  six  tons.  To  prevent  animals  from 
ruining  their  diets,  signs  remind  visitors:  CAUTION:  DO  NOT  FEED  THE 
ANIMALS. 
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ach  and  every  flower  has  its  own  unique  beauty. 
The  different  colors  and  variety  of  shapes 
add  to  the  majestic  air  of  the  earth.  Daisies  are 
common  flowers  usually  found  in  large,  un- 
tamed fields.  When  exchanged,  they  symbol- 
ize a  casual  friendship.  Flowers,  such  as 
thistles,  provide  a  habitat  and  food  for 
small  anthropods.  The  stamen  pis- 
tols shelter  the  insects  from  rain 
storms,  much  like  an  umbrella 
protects  humans  from  the 
horrors  of  huge  rain 
drops  falling  on  their 
heads.  For  food,  the 
vermin  suck  the  nec- 
tar from  the  center  of  the 
flower.  The  dahlia,  which 
can  be  found  in  most  gardens, 
is  shown  blossomed  at  its  peak. 
The  showy,  colorful  hibiscus  at- 
tracts  bees.    This  unusually  large 
efflorescence  provides  pollen  for  bees 
to  convert  into  honey.  These  untamed 
flowers  from  the  wild  are  commonly 
seen  on  the  side  of  the  road.  Being  part 
of  the  chrysanthemum  family,  they  do 
not  need  to  be  cared  for  and  can  grow 
in  almost  any  environment.  Usually 
the  desert  scene  is  painted  as  a  collage 
of  brown  and  green,  but  sometimes 
colorful  cacti  flowers  break  through 
the  drab  scene.  One  such  scene  can  be 
found  in  the  Petrified  Forest  National 
Park  in  Northern  California.  Clay- 
dwelling  wildflowers  include  the 
black-eyed  Susan.  This  yellow  flower 
can  survive  without  human  charity;  it 
is  capable  of  taking  care  of  itself.  The 
gift  of  flowers  leaves  a  lasting  impres- 
sion on  people  as  they  look  at  the 
nature  around  them.

In  1996,  drugs  and  an  apparent  increase  in  violent 
behavior  became  more  prevalant  in  the  lives  of  humans  all 
around  the  world. 

"I  really  do  not  understand  the  reason  why  killings  have 
increased,  but  I  feel  that  these  things  are  of  the  utmost 
appalling  situations  in  life,"  Junior  Kenya  Tichenor  said. 
"The  killing  of  another  human  being  is  a  sense  of  no 
power.  If  you  had  power,  you  would  not  kill  in  order  to 
make  another  lose  the  power  you  feel  they  have  over  you. 
If  people  would  take  the  time  to  accept  others  for  who  they 
are  and  start  believing  people  do  not  have  to  be  what  you 
want  them  to  be,  we  would  learn  to  respect  everyone  and 
all  of  us  would  be  alright." 

Either  directly  or  indirectly,  violence  seems  to  be  an 
unstoppable  force  in  most  people's  life.  Even  in  the  music 
industry,  people  are  affected  by  homicides.  Yolanda 
Saldivar,  the  convicted  killer  of  the  Tejano  singing  sensa- 
tion Selena,  was  given  the  maximum  penalty  of  life  in 
prison  on  Thursday,  October  26.  The  jury  deliberated  for 
nine  hours  over  a  two  day  period  before  deciding  from 
options,  ranging  from  probation  to  life  in  prison.  But  no 
matter  what,  Saldivar  would  not  get  out  until  at  least  the 


year  2025.  When  the  people  outside  of  the  courthouse 
heard  the  verdict,  all  that  could  be  heard  were  the  cheers 
and  the  blaring  car  horns  of  her  fans.  Saldivar  was  thought 
to  have  shot  Selena  deliberately  because  she  was  about  to 
be  fired  for  embezzling  $30,000. 

In  the  rap  world,  singer  Tupac  Shakur  was  called  on 
charges  of  rape,  and  Snoop  Doggy  Dog  was  an  accessory 
to  murder.  Shakur  was  let  off,  but  Dog  served  time.  Both 
were  given  interviews  about  their  situations  by  MTV.  He 
was  asked  if  he  was  happy  he  was  acquitted,  and  he 
responded,  "No,  I'm  not  happy.  Someone  died.  I'm  not 
about  taking  lives.  I'm  about  saving  them." 

The  world  is  continually  being  affected  by  the  assassi- 
nations of  influential  leaders  of  peace.  Muhatma  Ghandi, 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr.,  and  now,  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin  has  been  taken  away  from  his  mission  of  peace 
between  fueding  Israelis  and  Arabs.  Although  his  whole 
career  was  about  war,  Rabin  believed  that  the  time  for 
peace  had  arrived.  "For  27  years  I  was  a  military  man.  I 
fought  all  the  time,  and  there  was  no  chance  for  peace.  I 
believe  that  there  is  now  a  chance  for  peace,  and  we  must 
take  advantage  of  it,"  Rabin  said.  On  November  5,  1995, 
the  prime  minister  was  standing  on  a  balcony  in  Tel  Aviv, 
Israel.  Among  the  rulers  was  PLO  leader  Yasser  Arafat. 
He  believed  that  Rabin  was  "a  hero  of  peace." 

Violence  has  taken  a  great  amount  of  young  lives  also. 
As  teen  murders  have  quadrupled  in  the  last  ten  years, 
juveniles  age  15- 19  are  commiting  more  murders  than  any 
other  age  group.  Teens  are  pulling  the  triggers,as  they  aim 
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their  38  Specials  and  Berettas  at  one  another. 

With  only  44  percent  of  gun  owners  admitting  they  lock 
their  guns  up,  parents  are  a  part  of  the  problem,and  so  are 
current  gun  laws.The  Brady  bill  still  doesn't  make  it  illegal 
for  a  juvenile  to  own  a  gun.  They  just  can't  purchase  one. 
Moreover,  the  Brady  bill  doesn't  regulate  the  71  million 
handguns  already  on  the  street  nor  does  the  bill  prohibit 
the  private  sales  of  these  possible  murder  weapons. 

Murders  and  assassinations  have  been  prevalent  in  the 
twentieth  century.  One  of  the  biggest  murders  was  the  O.J. 
Simpson  trial.  Simpson  was  accused  of  murdering  his 
wife,  Nicole  Brown  Simpson.  The  trial  was  televised  for 
over  a  year.  Junior  Stephanie  Atkins  believes  the  trial  was 
not  only  a  waste  of  time,  but  also  a  waste  of  money.  She 
said,  "I  thought  that  O.J.  was  going  to  be  found  guilty.  I 
was  suprised  by  the  verdict,  but  happy  about  it." 

The  subject  matter  of  the  trial  continually  changed 
throughout  the  whole  year.  First,  the  people  tried  to  make 
the  comments  about  Judge  Ito's  wife.  Then,  they  tried  to 
make  the  trial  a  racial  issue.  By  the  end,  Simpson  was 
acquitted. 

Senior  Kenisha  Jordan  was  very  relieved  by  the  verdict. 
"I  am  happy  that  he  was  acquitted.  I  think  that  it  was  a  sad 
trial  and  he  really  did  not  need  all  of  the  publicity.  I  think 
that  it  was  all  about  O.J.'s  money,"  said  Jordan.  She 
believed  that  it  should  not  have  went  on  for  so  long,  and 


the  trial  should  have  been  over  when  Fuhrman  testified. 
Jordan  thought  that  the  whole  affair  was  planned. 

"I  am  glad  it  is  over,  but  they  need  to  leave  him  alone. 
I  was  happy  when  the  verdict  was  given.  If  I  had  been  in 
charge  of  the  trial,  I  would  not  have  let  it  go  on  for  so  long. 
I  also  know  that  I  would  not  bring  my  spouse  into  the  trial, 
because  of  a  comment  about  them,"  said  Junior  Lindsi 
Morales.  She  believed  that  some  of  the  people  involved, 
including  Judge  Ito,  were  trying  to  make  the  trial  a  racial 
issue. 

The  trial  enraged  many  people  because  of  the  length  of 
time  it  consumed,  all  the  coverage  that  it  got,  and  the  way 
it  ended.  Junior  Shonda  Banner  expressed  her  disgust  with 
the  whole  "fiasco",  as  she  puts  it.  "I  think  that  it  is  a  pain 
in  the  neck.  I  am  sick  of  hearing  about  it.  And  on  top  of 
that,  I  missed  some  good  television  shows  because  of  it.  I 
really  did  not  even  know  him  until  this  started,"  she  said. 
Banner  adds,  "I  think  that  they  let  him  off  because  they  did 
not  want  another  riot,  like  the  one  with  Rodney  King."  She 
thought  that  the  Judge  Ito  should  not  have  let  any  press 
into  the  courtroom  and  that  he  should  have  only  let  the 
people  who  testified  stay  involved.  ►

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Simpson,  was  acquitted  and  found  not  guilty  of  the 
charges.  He  made  a  video  set  at  the  scene  of  the  murder. 
The  fallen  hero  took  a  stand  against  all  the  people  who 
used  his  name  to  make  money  through  buttons,  T-shirts, 
and  other  paraphernalia.  Everyone  is  making  money  off 
of  their  books.  Parents  of  Ron  Goldsmith  filed  a  civil  suit 
against  Simpson. 

Since  the  Reagan  presidency,  the  war  on  drugs  has 
been  even  stronger.  Richard  Sholar,  a  30  year-old  Indi- 
ana native,  was  shot  on  September  15,  1995,  and  died  a 
day  later  on  September  16. 

He  had  been  battling  with  the  drug  dealers  since  the 
time  that  they  arrived  in  his  neighborhood.  Sholar  con- 
fronted the  dealers  and  was  told  that  they  were  going  to 
sell  what  they  wanted,  when  they  wanted,  where  they 
wanted.  Sholar  returned  an  hour  later  to  argue  with  the 
dealers  again.  During  this  second  confrontation,  Scholar 
beat  up  one  of  the  teenagers.  When  he  stopped  beating  the 
boy,  someone  from  behind  shot  him  in  the  head. 

"The  constant  arguments  between  people  have  started 


a  bloody  war  between  people.  Humans  already  have  stress 
and  other  problems  in  their  lives,  and  then  something 
happens  that  sets  them  off  like  a  time  bomb, "  Sophomore 
Amy  Whitesaid.  She  said  that  since  last  August,  she  has 
already  been  to  two  funerals.  "I  think  if  people  get 
involved  with  things  in  society  to  help  it,  do  not  use  drugs, 
and  stay  in  school,  some  of  the  violence  can  be  calmed 
down." 

The  issue  of  drug  legalization  resurfaced  as  a  contro- 
versial issue.  House  Speaker  Newt  Gingrich  believed 
that  drug  use  should  be  either  legalized  or  stricter  penal- 
ties need  to  be  passed  as  a  deterrent  for  those  who  are 
caught  using  them. 

Junior  Raja  Baker  agrees  with  the  idea  of  stricter 
penalties  against  people  who  are  caught  abusing  drugs  or 
substances.  "Drug  use  has  ruined  my  neighborhood  so 
bad  that  they  have  syringes  just  lying  around,  where  any 
kid  can  get  their  hands  on  them,"  said  Baker.  He  dwells 
upon  his  first  encounter  with  drugs.  He  said,  "I  remember 
when  I  was  only  ten  years  of  age.  That  is  when  I  first  saw 
my  brother  smoking  marijuana." 

Dr.  Joycelyn  Elders,  the  past  U.S.  Surgeon  General, 
was  criticized  for  her  ideas  of  drug  legalization.  After  the 
media  thought  about  her  statements,  they  began  to  pro- 
mote her  ideas  in  two  television  broadcasts  "The  War  On 
Drugs"  and  "America's  War  On  Drugs:  Searching  for 


Solutions".  The  problem  declared  that  the  drug  war  had 
not  been  fought  correctly,  it  seemingly  ended  in  a  stale- 
mate, and  that  President  Clinton  should  bring  it  back. 
"America's  War  On  Drugs:  Searching  for  Solutions," 
suggested  that  legalizing  drugs  would  decrease  the 
amount  of  crime  and  show  that  treatment  over  prison 
would  be  better. 

The  concern  of  legalizing  drugs  has  caught  the  eye  of 
Senior  Russell  Fite.  He  believes  that  not  all  drugs  should 
be  legalized,  only  marijuana.  "They  really  have  not  done 
anything  to  my  neighborhood,  but  the  effects  of  most 
drugs  are  bad,"  he  said. 

Drug  use  transcends  the  average  to  the  realm  of 
stardom,  changing  the  lives  of  sports  stars,  such  as 
Dwight  Gooden,  Brett  Favre,  and  Bam  Morris.  Players 
insist  that  there  is  a  difference  between  performance 
drugs  and  illegal  drugs.  "We  don't  make  a  distinction 
formally,"  Dr.  Robert  Millman,  head  of  baseball's  drug 
treatment  program  said.  "There  are  licit  and  illicit  drugs. 
Baseball's  drug  policy  emphasizes  that  illicit  drugs  have 
no  place,  or  taking  any  drugs  without  a  doctor's  prescrip- 
tion." 


The  O.J.  Simpson  trial  brought  domestic  abuse  into 
the  spotlight.  Through  this  trial  people  became  more 
aware  of  the  growing  problem  of  abuse  in  American 
society.  Anderson,  Indiana,  is  one  place  where  the  issue 
of  child  abuse  has  become  a  serious  issue.  A  six  year  old 
child,  Lance  Planck,  died  on  November  1993  from 
pneumococcal  meningitis.  His  parents  delayed  in  taking 
him  to  the  hospital  due  to  their  religious  beliefs.  Police 
officials  were  skeptical  due  to  the  accusations  of  child 
abuse  on  both  parents  by  their  older  children. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  the  police  believe  if  the  child's 
death  was  not  completely  accidental  and  unintentional  is 
due  to  an  incident  that  occured  in  April  1993.  The 
officers  stormed  into  the  Planck's  trailer  armed  with 
heavy  artillery.  The  officers  took  three  of  the  Planck's 
children  to  examine  their  eyes. 

The  Planck's  have  yet  to  be  charged  with  abuse  or 
neglect  of  any  of  their  children.  Their  court  date  is  set  for 
later  this  year.  There  they  will  determine  whether  the 
Plancks  are  unfit  parents,  or  if  the  police  officers  in  their 
town  were  being  overly  aggressive  and  in  the  wrong. 

Through  all  the  publicity  of  the  Simpson  case,  and 
now  the  Planck  case,  people  are  becoming  more  and 
more  aware  of  the  abuse  problem.

.obertson  said  she  "likes  to  do  functional  words  and  read." 


Setting  goals  every  nine  weeks  was  nothing  new  to  the  students  in 
special  ed.  Some  goals  were  long-  term,  such  as  getting  a  job,  while  others 
were  short  term,  like  making  change.  Teachers  set  high  expectations  for 
behavior.  If  they  go  two  weeks  with  good  behavior,  the  students  got  to 
have  a  behavior  party.  Sophomore  Michael  McGuyre  said  being  a  good 
student  is  a  goal  that  he  is  proud  of  achieving. 
"Getting  an  A  in  typing,"  was  Wilhite's  most 
gratifying  goal. 

One  major  goal  in  special  ed  was  to  be 
independent  and  be  a  normal  part  of  society. 
Some  long-term  goals  were  to  rent  an  apartment, 
find  a  job,  get  married,  and  be  totally  indepen- 
dent. "My  goal  is  to  get  my  own  apartment  and 
keep  my  job,"  Wilhite  said. 

The  special  ed  teachers  guided  the  students 
in  the  right  direction  toward  getting  a  job  and 
keeping  that  job.  Some  students  had  jobs  for  the 
school  like  washing  tables,  filing  papers,  and 
working  in  the  cafeteria.  Other  students  had 
jobs  at  fast  food  restaurants.Twelve  students 
graduated  from  the  special  ed  program. 

"Accepting  people  for  what  they  are  and 
what  they  are  capable  of  doing  is  something  we  want  our  students  to 
realize,"  Morrell  said. 

As  a  special  ed  shows  the  feeling  of  others,  art  can  display  emotions 
of  others.  Experiencing  the  fine  arts  students  get  a  chance  to  express  their 
feeling  in  their  work.  "Art  makes  you  think  differently.  It's  a  form  of 
expression,"  Senior  Chad  French  said.

for  the  first  time   in  15  years  to  work  hard  in  and  out  of  prac- 

tice. The  team  wanted  to  put 
pride  back  into  the  game  of  baseball,  and  they  certainly  did.  Like  any  team  they  had  goals  of 
winning  county,  sectionals,  regionals,  and  even  semi-state,  but  unlike  some  teams,  they  had 
the  attitude  and  determanation  to  reach  many  of  these  goals.  "In  all  the  three  years  I've  played, 
this  is  the  first  year  that  we  were  really  a  team,"  Senior  Kevin  Murphy  said.  Murphy,  like  other 
players  on  the  team  wanted  to  turn  the  baseball  program  around  and  give  something  back  to 
the  school.

In  agreement  with  Helton,  "We  took  control  on  the  field.  We  were  the  coaches  on  the  field 
and  we  helped  the  younger  players  to  stay  calm  and  focused,"  Senior  Scott  Worl  said.  On  the 
field,  the  seniors  made  sure  that  each  teammate  knew  what  their  position  demanded  of  them 
and  reassured  the  team  that  they  could  win. 

"The  main  thing  that  kept  us  together  this  year  were  our  seniors,  especially  Kevin  Murphy 
and  Scott  Worl,"  Junior  Mike  Pemberton  said.

"We  had  strong  attitudes  and 
we  always  tried  to  think  that  we 
could  win,"  Junior  Kevin  Newell 
said.  Sometimes  seniority  isn't 
the  only  thing  that  makes  an  athlete  stand  out.  Newell  was  by  far  the  top  golfer  on 
the  team  this  season.  He  was  named  to  the  All-County,  All-Sectional,  All-

After  an  18-year  manhunt,  af- 
ter 16  bombings,  and  after  three 
deaths,  finally  on  April  3,  FBI 
agents  closed  in  on  the  infamous 
unabomber.  Theodore  Kaczynski 
was  detained  in  Lincoln,  Montana 
,  after  two  weeks  of  surveillance. 
The  team  was  tipped  by  a  call  from 
Kaczynski's  brother,  David 
Kaczynski.  While  searching 
through  the  possessions  of 
Wanda  Kaczynski's  suburban 
Chicago  house,  agents  found 
countless  letters  linking  her  son  to 
the  numerous  bombs  throughout 
the  years.  However,  Kaczynski's 
name  already  had  been  in  the  files 
of  the  FBI  database,  but  was  dis- 
missed from  the  list  due  to  his  high 
intelligence  and  education.  The 
task  force  had  thought  that  the 
unabomber  was  most  likely  a  blue- 
collar  worker  for  the  airline  indus- 
try with  little  education.  He  always 
kept  to  himself. 


One  year  after  the  worst  ter- 
rorist attack  on  American  soil, 
citizens  of  Oklahoma  City  try  to 
gather  the  pieces  and  go  on  with 
their  lives.  What  was  once  the 
Alfred  P.  Murrah  Federal  Building, 
now  serves  as  a  memorial  for  the 
victims  of  the  horrible  bombing 
that  shocked  the  entire  nation. 
Along  the  chain-link  fence  that 
surrounds  the  "graveyard"  are 
memoribillia  such  as.teddy  bears, 
ribbons,  pictures, poems,  and 
crosses  to  help  remember  those 
who  tragically  lost  their  lives.  FBI 
agents  indicted  Timothy  McVeigh 
and  Terry  Nichols  as  key  suspects 
in  the  blombing  that  claimed  1 68 
Oklahoma  citizens,  including  19 
children.  However,  prosecutor  Jo- 
seph Hartzler  thinks  there  are  more 
accomplices  to  McVeigh.  Al- 
though life  in  Oklahoma  City  has 
resumed,  the  weight  of  the  tragedy 
has  not  been  forgotten. 


Although  conservative 
Speaker  of  the  House  Newt 
Gingrich  was  in  the  news  for  his 
controversial,  outspoken  views, 
Time  magazine  named  Gingrich 
as  "Man  of  the  Year"  for  tena- 
cious leadership.  Throughout 
the  year  Gingrich  worked  to  bal- 
ance the  federal  budget  and 
Clinton's  health-care  problems. 
To  shut  the  government  down  to 
prove  a  point  to  the  president,  to 
invite  lobbyists  to  take  part  in 
drafting  the  law  instead  of  just 
lobbying  them,  and  to  make  enor- 
mous tax  breaks  to  his  party's  al- 
lies, were  the  major  goals  of 
Gingrich  throughout  the  year.

President  Clinton 
honored  Brown  at  his 
funeral,  calling 
Brown  a  "magnifi- 
cent life  force". 


A  drastic  disappearance  of  First  Lady 
Hillary  Clinton  was  apparent  as  the 
Whitewater  scandal  contined  to  haunt  the 
Clintons.  Senator  Al  D'  Amato.  a  close  associ- 
ate with  presidential  candidate  Bob  Dole,  led 
the  investigation  against  Clinton.  D'Amato 
accused  Clinton's 
aides  of  wrongly  with 
holding  information 
on  the  land  deal  in 
1993,  and  demanded 
notes  from  the  deal  to 
be  turned  over.

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usic  is  as  diverse  as  its  artists  and  listeners.  It 
can  cause  tears  and  laughter.  It  can  make  a  foot  tap;  it  can  put  babies  to  sleep.  Some  people 
believe  that  music  has  a  strong  influence  on  their  lives.  Junior  Brent  Hartsock  believes  that 
country  music  has  led  him  to  live  a  quiet  life.  "Like  other  music,  I  think  that  certain  music  can 
lead  to  bad  lifestyles.  I  feel  country  music  puts  people  in  a  different  mood.  If  you  are  angry,  it 
allows  you  to  be  more  easy-going  toward  others.  I  enjoy  going  to  concerts.  The  last  one  I  went 
to  was  Tim  McGraw  and  that  was  fun." 

Others  think  that  music  has  the  power  to  affect  emotions  and  personality.  "I  mostly  listen 
to  alternative  music  like  Nine  Inch  Nails,  Silverchair,  and  Foo  Fighters;  but  I  also  listen  to  a 
little  bit  of  rap,"  Junior  Angie  Hildebrand  said.  "Music  is  just  something  I  listen  to.  I  think  that 
it  can  change  my  mood,  but  it  does  not  influence  me  so  much  to  where  I  would  go  do  violent 
things  from  listening  to  violent  lyrics.  Music  affects  people  around  me  by  the  way  they  dress 
or  the  way  that  they  act.  Some  people  who  listen  to  rap,  dress  like  rappers  or  use  bad  language; 
those  who  listen  to  country  may  wear  boots  and  jeans;  and  some  dye  their  hair  to  look 
alternative." 

Senior  Todd  Reel  listens  to  all  kinds  except  for  country.  "Music  keeps  me  up  to  date  and  in 
style,  but  it  does  not  change  the  morals  in  my  lifestyle."  He  believes  that  music  does  not  affect 
anyone;  everyone  chooses  a  path,  so  it  cannot  be  used  as  an  excuse.  Reel  said,  "If  a  person  kills 
someone  because  of  music,  then  that  person  is  obviously  mentally  diffident  before  hearing  a 
certain  type  of  music." 

Seeing  is  believing,  and  concert  business  backbones  the  music  industry.  According  to  a 
survey  distributed  to  900  students,  the  most  popular  shows  were  Jodeci,  Garth  Brooks,  Mary 
J.  Blige,  Lollapalooza,  Tim  McGraw,  and  the  Bad  Boy  Corporation.  Upcoming  group,  The 
Backstreet  Boys,  appeared  at  a  football  game  against  North  Central.  Sophomore  Raina  Tharpe 
listens  to  R/B,  rap,  and  Spanish  music.  "The  last  concert  that  I  went  to  was  last  February.  I  went 
to  go  see  Boyz  II  Men  and  Brandy.  In  time,  music  may  be  a  big  thing  in  my  life,  but  for  now 
I  just  love  to  listen  to  it,"  Tharpe  said. 

In  favor  of  live  music,  Sophomore  Ivonne  Torres  said,  "There  is  an  atmosphere  that  shoots 
through  the  body.  The  lights  flash  on  and  off  while  spotlights  roam  throughout  the  crowd.  The 
music  is  turned  up  so  loud  that  you  can  feel  the  performer's  words  vibrating  inside  of  your 
chest." 

Although  concerts  are  a  success  in  the  music  industry,  they  cost  a  pretty  penny.  Concert 
tickets  range  from  five  to  fifty  dollars.  Some  people  have  found  the  remedy  to  spending  money 
through  a  new  series  of  concerts  called,  MTV  Unplugged.  Musicians  use  acoustic  instruments 
instead  of  their  normal  electric.  The  program  has  brought  solo  artists  and  bands  of  past  and 
present  into  the  limelight.  Earlier  recording  artists,  such  as  Tony  Bennett  have  revived  their 
careers  through  it,  while  younger  rockers  are  using  the  program  to  make  a  name  for  themselves 
and  protect  their  future. 

This  includes  pop  artists  like  the  Cranberries,  Melissa  Etheridge,  and  Live.  Grammy  winner 
Sheryl  Crow  said,  "Honoring  the  song  as  opposed  to  blowing  up  amps  and  stuff-I  think  that 
is  a  cool  way  to  reach  people."  Unplugged  singles  and  albums,  such  as  the  posthumously  album 
from  Kurt  Cobain  and  Nirvana,  have  sold  more  than  three  million  copies. 

Famous  musicians  are  recognized  annually  on  the  Grammy  Awards.  It  is  one  night  filled 
with  limosines,  flashes  from  cameras,  interviews,  and  the  latest  fashions.  Ellen  DeGeneres 
hosted  the  special  night.  Through  the  duration  of  the  program,  British  singer,  Seal,  with  his 
song  "Kiss  from  a  Rose,"  walked  away  with  the  biggest  award  of  the  evening,  song  of  the  year. 
Eric  Clapton  and  Tony  Bennett  won  Grammies  for  their  performances.  Besides  the  Grammies, 
talented  singers  appeared  at  the  Academy  of  Country  Music,  Billboard  Music  Awards,  MTV 
Music  Awards,  and  the  CMA  awards. 

Believing  that  music  will  definitely  change,  Tharpe  said,  "Just  like  it  has  changed  since  our 
parents  were  young,  it  will  change  again.  They  listened  to  music  that  we  do  not  listen  to  now." 
However,  she  believes  that  the  music  her  parents  listened  to  will  return  in  one  form  or  another 

and  so  will  the  tunes  of  the  90's.  _,  ,

Miller  appreciates  the  opportunity  to  have  already  gained  professional 
knowledge  and  work  experience.  "The  job  I  have  is  what  most  kids  go  to  school  for," 
Miller  said. 

Exploratory  teaching  is  another  learning  opportunity  offered  to  seniors.  Planning 
to  go  to  Indiana  State  University  to  earn  her  elementary  education  degree,  Senior 
Christy  Vogel  worked  with  the  fifth  grade  at  Maplewood  Elementary  School.

Body  copy  was  set  in  10  point  Times  New  Roman  and 
captions  in  9  point  Times  New  Roman.  Various  fonts  for  headlines  were  composed  through  Canvas  fonts.  Graphics  were  produced  through  Arts  and  Letters,  as  well  as  through 
the  HP  Desk  scan.  The  book  was  printed  on  80  lb.  paper.  All  black  and  white  photos  were  processed  and  printed  by  Ben  Davis  High  School  students  in  the  journalism  darkroom. 
Color  photographs  were  processed  by  CPI.  Underclassmen  photographs  were  taken  by  Lifetouch ,  and  senior  portraits  were  taken  by  Prestige.  Special  senior  section  feature 
photographs  were  taken  by  Gordon  Goza.  With  the  help  of  IBM  computer  expert  Mark  Cameron  and  support  of  Tony  Suba  and  Mike  Horning,  all  layouts  were  produced 
on  IBM  computers  using  the  Herff  Jones  PageMaster  template  through  the  PageMaker  5.0  program  and  submitted  on  high  density,  zipped  disks  and  printed  on  LaserJet 
5mp.  Color  infographs  were  printed  on  DeskJet  1200C.  Copy  was  typed  using  Microsoft  Works.

Also,  nextyear's 
management  team  members,  Juniors  Samantha  Baxter,  Abeba  Dau,  Leslie  Dubiel, 
Melissa  Hunter  and  Sophomore  Katie  Hoyt  worked  endless  hours  to  produce  quality 
work  inatimeefficientway.Finally,  with  the  help  of  Sam  Worden,  Melissa  Gibson, 
Caity  Main,  Mary  Newberry,  Nikki  Newland,  and  Beena 
Parbhu,  we  were  able  to  take  the  last-  minute  photographs.
